REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Claims 1-61 are allowed because the prior art of record does not suggest: 

- "an information writing unit that writes specification information into said rewritable storage 
device of the printer main body more frequently than the memory writing unit writes information 
into said non-volatile memory of said cartridge, the specified information being identical with 
the at least part of the plural pieces of information relating to said cartridge" as combined in 
claims 1 and 32. 
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- "information relating to the cartridge is written into the non-volatile memory of the cartridge 
less frequently than the information relating to the cartridge is written into a storage device 
incorporated in a printer main body, and wherein the information is written into said non- volatile 
memory is response to a power down instructions occurred in the printer main body" as 
combined in claims 19 and 49.
